Bristol trolley rood- was up before Judge 
Yerkes last Thursday. Briefly stated the 
history of the proceeding is as follows: 


The trolley company commenced the con- 


struction of a railway last summer trom 
Philadelphia to Bristol along the old Frank- 
ford and Bristol turnpike road. The railroad 
company owns laud abutting the turnpike 
and extending in aume places to the middle 
of the road. The nllegatiou is made on the 
part of the plaintiff that a trolley railway 
cannot be constructed through country dis- 
tricts without consent of abutting land- 
owners. In this instance it is averred that 
no such consent was ever given, but that the 
trolley company went on building their road 
until stopped by a preliminary injunction 
last Bummer. 


Counsel for the trolley company claimed 


that an adjoining owner, oue who does not 
own to the middle of the street, could not 
object to the building of the trqlley line on 
tue opposite side of the streetr"The mo«t 
vital point to both conijiin">° '" thp d«oision 
as to the right of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company to the turnpike at Croydeu Station 
At that point the railroad company obtained 
possession of the turnpike by condemnation 
proceeding, the satisfaction being $5 for 2J 
acres. They then built a station upon the 
site of the pike, and then purchased adjoin- 
ing laud and opened up the turnpike around 
the station for the traveling public. Counsel 
for the trolley company contend that there 
was exchange of land which was taken into 
consideration by the jury of award, and that 
the railroad company had no more titlts to 
the, turnpike as now laid out at Croyden 
than any other point where they abutted on 
the road. Counsel for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad claimed it had the right to put up 
bars across the road at that point and stop 
travel, as it was the owner in fee simple. 
Judge Yerkes held the matter under consid- 
eration.

My own brother, more 
than ten years my junior, has been com- 
pelled to drop bis commercial pen this last 
fall and go in search of physical recupera- 
tion, with the alternative of entire prostra- 
tion before him. In praying for him, as he 
tarries amid the Everglades of Florida, it 
has inevitably suggested to me the query as 
to myself, "How long can you keep up this 
rink?1

ance, and my lire-companion was made to 
taste the bitterness of separation as then

Aa the Indian child grows he commits 


acts from time to time each of which gives 
him a new name. For example, he may see 
a bear and run screaming to the tepee. The 
folks all laugh at him, and call him IVuns- 
from-a-bear. 
Later on he may become the 


possessor of an unruly pony which he fears 
to ride, and becomes known as Afraid-of-his- 
horse. Or, he may mount a horse from 
which another Indian has been thrown, and 
he then is spoken of as Rides-the-horse. 
Further on he becomes a great hunter and 
kills five bears, and they call him Five- 
bears, and when he slays another his name 
changes to Six -bears. He may perform a 
valiant deed in battle and ride his horse 
through the carap of the enemy, for which 
he is dubbed Charges-through-the-camp. 
During the conflict he may kill one of the 
enemy. If his victim is the only one slain 
he is called Kills-tUe-enemy. But if others 
fall the one he has killed must be described, 
as Kills-the-one-with-the-big-knee. 
If he 


braids in his hair a yellow feather which he 
has plucked from the tail of an eagle he may 
be called Eagle-tail, Eagle-feather, Yellow- 
tail or Yellow-feather. If he gives it to his 
friend he will be named Gives-feather, but if 
he refuses to part with it his name will 
change to Keeps-his-feather. 
Or he may 


obtain his name from some other object. 
If he is accustomed to ride what is com- 
monly know as a "calico" horse he may be 
called Spotted-horse, but if his horse has a 
short tail he will be known as Bob-tail- 
horge. The chances are that he will be 
known by all the foregoing names. His 
enemies in the tribe will continue to speak 
of him as Long-ears, Runs-from-a-bear, or 
Afraid-of-his-horse, while his friends will 
call him Rides the-horse, Six-bears, or Kills- 
the-enemy, For this reason it occurs that 
if you speak of the Indian iu the presence of 
certain members of the tribe and call him 
Six-bears they will laugh at you and say : 
"That not his name; h.s uajie Kills-the- 
enemy." 


Hence it will be seen that the Indian 


names are nothing, a delusion and snare, 
and the practice of converting them into 
English appears eminently unwite. It is 
certain that the name on the rolls at the 
agency is the interpretation of only one of 
the Indian's several "names." A short 
Indian name in their own vernacular, or a 
syllable or two of a long one; if euphonious 
and pronounceable, as they usually are, will 
answer quite well for a family name, but 
the translations are never satisfactory, and 
cannot be too strongly condemned.—From

There is an idea to fo ind 
a system of State-endowed old-age pensions 
that merits consideration ; so also docs a 
scheme for State-endowed hospitals. But 
the former is surrounded with many dif- 
ficulties, and has already encountered the op- 
position of the great affiliated sooietief, 
while the latter can be left to philanthropy, 
which seldom fails when occasion requires. 
Moreover, neither of those can claim to be 
urgent. 


The real problem for the workman at all 


times, and never more than at the present, 
is his means of livelihood. Full employment 
and high wages enable him to effect his own 
independence, and free himself from charity 
of every kind. Therefore, now to form this 
problem into a movement to help him to 
attain this object, and also to link the memory

Continually we are receiving evidence 


from all quarters that our position as the 
foremost of manufacturing countries is being 
contested by the foreigner. This is fully 
proved by Government Reports; and the 
recent exhibitions by the Colonial Office of 
samples of competitive foreign work have 
impressed upon our minds the intensity of 
this competition. It is an unpleasant fact, 
and requires immediate consideration ; for, 
if our commercial position receives a damag- 
ing blow, our hosts of unemployed workmen 
will assuredly become the tools of the 
demagogue with his theoretical orates for 
the benefit of the human race. The maxim 
must oe borne in mind that the strength of 
our nation lies in the intelligence of its 
people, and if we fail in that so surely must 
we lose our position in the world. 


At the period when Her Majesty ascended 


the throne everything was tending towards 
England's prosperity. 
The adaption of 


science to manufacturing industries, com- 
bined with our vast mineral resources, gave 
us a supremacy over other nations. Our 
scientific men were in advance of foreigners 
in placing their knowlenge and investiga- 
tions at the command of enterprising manu- 
facturers — hence our good were better, 
cheaper, more useful, and controlled the 
markets. There were also causes of an 
economic nature working in our favor. But 
the foreigners saw this. They came aud copied; 
they bought our tools and machinery ; and, 
most important of all, they reorganized 
thoroughly their system of education. So 
to-day we find them abreast of us — in many 
instances in front — and when their competi- 
tion begins to touch our interests we want 
to know the cause. 
1'ho conclusion arrived 


at is that, as we excelled fifty years ago by 
the superior scientific knowledge applied to 
the manufacture of our goods, BO the 
foreigner must be surpassing us to-day by

All these institution') 


must be adequately equipped -with every 
modern appliance required, with a staff of 
teachers of the very Jbest, oven if our com- 
petitors have to supply them, as they, in 
some trades, have obtained their tutors from 
us. Although undertaking this work late in 
the day, we have all the advantages to be 
gained from our rivals' experiences. And 
we must not only erect substantial buildings 
to meet these requirements, but endow them 
liberally for the sake of the poorer classes, 
just as the great grammar schools of lhre« 
hundred years ago were endowed, with 
substantial foundation scholarships and with 
proper safeguards that these scholarships 
shall reach the quarter intended, after the 
admirable manner lately adopted by the 
London Technical Education Board. 


Last of all, to find the funds that will be 


necessary to properly endow this system of 
education, let llic Government empower the 
Treasury to suspend part of the Siniing 
Fund aud raise a loan to cover the amount 
required. This could be done without adding 
to the present taxation in the least. Money 
is plentiful and our credit the best, and such 
a loan at this time could be made satisfactorily 
without disturbing the market, especially for 
the object contemplated. We must not lose 
fright nf tlio fact, nlau, that between now and 
1904 annuities to the value of sixty-six 
millions will terminate. The return we shall 
have for this outlay will soon repay us, and 


lack of originality aud desire to improve has 
aftected the workmen themselves. Altogether 
there is not the same patient, inquiring, and 
scientific spirit pervading our people which 
animates our rivals. 


We are aware, from llie Royal Commission

We know that our old-fashioned 


system of apprenticeship has broken down 
in most trades, and we can no longer expect 
the training of efficient workmen by that 
method. And we further know that the 
public begrudge the expenditure of more 
money on elementary education when the 
same bos to be found by direct taxation. 
The County Council Technical Education 
Boards, recently established, are doing good 
work ) they are, however, suffering from, one 
great defect—their efforts are frustrated by 
the necessity for secondary schools under 
their control, and the need of funds to 
establish them. Occasionally is to be seen 
pictured a county council education ladder, 
with the elementary school at the bottom 
and the university at the top. Bather should 
South Kensington take the place of the 
university, though even then the ladder 
would be incomplete unless the middle 
rounds, that at present are wanting, be 
supplied. 
And, to show how great are the 


requirements for these schools, the words of 
the Report on Secondary Education may be 
quoted:— 


"It is not merely in the interests of the 


material prosperity and the intellectual 
activity of the nation, but no less in that of 
its happiness and its moral strength, that 
the extension and reorganization of secon- 
dary education seem entitled to a place 
among the first subjects with which social 
legislation ought to deal." 


Let us, then, accept th ese words, in all 


honesty of purpose and freedom from party 
strife, and endeavor to carry them into 
effect. 
It is an urgent work, and if our 


idea is lofty the results we shall achieve will 
be the same. For an ideal object the ex- 
tensive system of grammar schools and 
colleges of the Tudor period were founded 
and bountifully endowed. The memories 
of those sovereigns will always be associated 
witb, them. Birmingham folk will never 
forget King Edward VI., and thousands of 
foundation scholars throughout the country 
venerate the memory of the Royal founders 
of their schools. The seed sown over three 
centuries ago has yielded 
a wonderful 


harvest, for it was the education imparted 
at these places which gave our country 
many of those famous men who ha.ve made 
our language and literature, the richest of 
all modern nations. But, splendid as is the 
system of teaching at most of these institu- 
tions, It, does not meet the need,! ot our 
resent position as'a manufacturing nation. 
It is academic, and tdM»Aed, to those who 
seek a literary or pr,«J^ioru\l career. And 
jn. most of them, the children of. our poorer 
classes do, not participate in tb* educational 
benefits which their founders iateMed, the;

The country has just 
passed throjgh four years of depression, un- 
exampled in the United Suites within the 
present generation, aud, naturally enough, 
the public are disposed to look round and 
trace, if possible, the causes of the trouble. 


For twenty years succeeding the war the 


country enjoyed the benefit of a protective 
tariff during which it was prosperous beyond 
•11 previous example, multiplying all its in- 
dustries very rapidly and paying off tho 
greater part of an enormous debt incurred 
in suppressing the Rebellion. 
During that 


period the country's resources were devel- 
oped to a greater extent than ever before in 
the same time. 


The effect of the protective tariff policy 


was reranrkable. l)r. E. P. Miller, who 
wrote on I ho subject in 1884, said : 


We bale, during this time, organized 


more new states, built jnore cities, con- 
structed 
more miles of 
railroads 
aud 


telegraphs, opened up more homesteads, 
manufactured more reapers, mowers, sewing 
Machines and other inventions that lighten 
Ihu burdens of labor; built more factories, 
foundries and forges, opened more new 
mines, and developed the resources of this 
.country, more than has ever been done in 
any like period of the country's history, 
And to a lar greater extent than has been 
done by any other nation in the civilized 
world, in many respects our progress has 
ieen almost equal to that of all other nations 
(Combined. 


With the exception of a few years previous 


to 1878, during which time the greenbacks 
were being destroyed, the country has been 
steadily and highly proiperous throughout 
this period of high tariff. 


Allowing an increase in the manufacturing 


industries for the past two years to (Corre- 
spond to that previous to the ceasus of 1880 
»nd we have to day in "this country .boujt 
300,000 manufacturing establishments with 
more than $8,500;000,000 of capital invested, 
employing over 3,000,000 of workmen, whose 
annual wages are more than $1,(K.O,000,000; 
and our manufactured products amount to 
nearly $b',000,000,000 annually. 
This is 


auout $1,500,000,000 more aunual'y than 
.England, the next greatest manufacturing 
flbuntry, • produces. And this remarkable 
growth in the manufactured industries of 
oar country has been developed under the 
Protective system. 


It is not at all surprising that this coun- 


try demands a return to the policy under 
which it achieved such phenomenal pros- 
perity. Four /ears of Democratic tariff has 
giren the country enough of low duties. 


It has become a settled conviction with 


the great majority of voters that there must 
be a return to the policy inaugurated by the 
Republican party thirty-five years ago. The

dribble, a gentle loft over a dust hole, and 
another loft to bring it to rubbish bunker. 


Then came a difficulty. ' Tho only possi- 


ble way to obtain a drive from hero was to 
open tlio two windows of Crackleton's 
wasbhouse and send the ball straight 
through, which would enable it to cross 
the road ugttin and pas» between Wilkin- 
son's gate posts (the gate also being left 
open) to Wilkinson'B dust hole, which 
blocked it.

The Wonderful and Blood Chilling Feat 


ot the Groat Hope Walker—How He 
lost Hi* Balance When a Han Who Bet 
Ho Would Fall railed a Guy Rope. 


Henry M. Colcord, the artist, has a rtu- 


dlo in the Auditorium tower. He has a 
weakness for high places. Coloord is the 
man whom Blondin carried upon his back 
on a slender rnnnillu rope across Niagara 
foils. This Chicago artist knows what it is 
to look downward 260 feet and to feel the 
peculiar sensation incident to such a haz- 
ardous feat. 
"I crossed with Blondin three times," 


said Mr. Coleord, "but now not a deed to 
the whole city of Chicago could tempt ma 
to go out u foot over that fearful gulf. 
Why I did it in my youth I cannot explain, 
gave through implicit confidence In Blond- 
in or utter failure to realize the attending 
danger. 


"Blondin and I were with the Bavell 


pantomime troop for a long while. Aft- 
erward they were succeeded by the Marti- 
netti troop. We played at Niblo's every 
winter and traveled the rest of the year. 
When we were at Cincinnati, the thought 
of crossing Niagara falls on a tight rope 
cnme to Blondin. He asked, me to go with 
him, and I consented. The rope was made 
In New York and was 2,500feet long. The 
actual walking distance ucroes the river 
was 2,100 feet, and the height above the 
water was 260 feet. 


"Tho rope was stretched In the summer 


of 1858 and was left out all winter with- 
out injury. Blondin made his first cross- 
ing in the summer of 1859, and subsequent- 
ly went over blindfolded. His crowning 
pioco of daring was walking on stilts. How 
he did it is something that I have never 
been able to explain, and I doubt if Blond 
in himself could give a satisfactory ex- 
planation. It required a masterful nerve. 


"Ono day ho said to me, 'I want to carry 


you across on my Tjack.' I thought he was 
joking and turned off the subject. He 
urged, and I finally consented. There were 
800,000 people present on the afternoon 
that I put niy arms around Blondin's neck 
and placed my legs in two barrel hoop Iron 
hooks which he attached on either side of 
his belt. I will not attempt to teli all I 
felt as we went out over that abyss. I can- 
not toll it. I know that I kept my eyes 
open and looked down without feeling diz- 
zy. It was a supreme moment, and perhaps 
the situation gave me the nerve that car- 
ried me through the ordeal. I looked to 
the farther shoro and could see the tense 
forms of the multitude. They stood silent 
and fearful. I do not believe one person in 
that throng enjoyed the perilous scene. 


"In order that Blondin's limbs might 


not be hampered in action all my weight 
was thrown upon his shoulders, my legs 
resting very lightly in the hooks. For this 
reason my arms became so tired that be- 
fore we got out 40 feet I was compelled to 
dismount three times to rest myself. The 
first time I did this I heard a hoarse mur- 
mur from the crowd. When I dismounted, 
I placed my hands lightly on Blondin's 
shoulders and stood with my right foot on 
the rope, the left leg pointing outward and 
downward to be used as a balancing medi- 
um. Beaching the last guy rope on the 
Canadian side, from which we had started, 
there were ahead of us 40 feet of line un- 
protected by lines. With his foot resting 
on the last guy rope Blondin said tome: 
'Harry, whatever you do as we cross this 
unsupported plaoo, do not attempt to bal- 
ance yourself. Be perfectly passive, as 
though yon wrae a part of my own body. 
If I lean, lean with me. On you depends 
the safety of our passage.' Then he step- 
ped out toward the swaying center. In a 
moment he had lost his equilibrium. He 
leaned away over to the right. To me it 
seemed our bodies were parallel with the 
earth. I nerved myself, however. In a mo~ 
ment he regained his equilibrium and then 
leaned as far to the left. Blondin could 
not regain his balance readily. 


"His movements were not unlike those 


Of B~bOy WHO .tblnuapto ta *»c.U. *»-- »-U .* 
a track. He stinted and ran, his object be- 
ing to reach the first guy rope on the op- 
posite side, where he knew that he could 
secure a steady foothold and regain his 
poise. He reached the place. At that in- 
stant I felt something shake beneath me. 
There was a momentary but violent oscil- 
lation of the rope, and Blondin had start- 
ed to run again. He made the knot of the 
next guy line, and there secured a firm 
footing. 


"'Get off,'he said. I dismounted and 


stood as I had done before. This time it 
was he who was exhausted. He stood there 
like a statue. Beads of sweat were on his 
face. His veins stood out like cords. 


"We reached land in safety. As we drew 


near the American shore every man, wom- 
an and child within 100 feet of the line's 
end had arms outstretched to receive us. 
Their lips wore parted and their eyes hod 
something of almost agony in them. I 
have believed to this day that there were 
people in that crowd undergoing a greater 
nervous strain than either Blondin or my- 
self. 


"There had been an enormous amount 


of betting on the result of the crossing. 
Many did not believe that the feat would 
be accomplished. It was one of these who, 
seeing success probable, had gone to the 
shore end of one of the guy lines and pull- 
ed it hard enough to break it at the main 
cable just as Blondin had placed his foot 
upon the knot. Nothing but the magnifi- 
cent nerve of the ropo walker saved him 
and me from being hurled to our death in 
the river below. 


"At the time of our first crossing to- 


gether tho Washington Grays, a New York 
military organization, were present. A 
woman had seen the man who attempted 
to break the guy rope. The Washington 
Grays sent out a description of him and 
offered $1,000 reward for his capture, but 
he wa» never found."—Chicago Times- 
Herald. 


A National Bone Written Under Hot Fire. 


"The Star Spangled Banner" was writ- 


ten by Francis Scott Key at the time of the 
Attack on Fort MoHenry, made by Ad- 
miral Cockburn on Sept. 18, 1814. Key 
was held as a prisoner in a little boat 
moored 
to 
the commander's 
vessel. 


Through the whole day and night, exposed 
to the fire from the shore, Key watched 
the flag on the fort, and at the break of 
day on the 14th saw it was still waving— 
"our flag was still there." Then, taking 
an old letter from his pocket, he rested it 
on a barrel haul, and at fever heat wrote 
the poem which he called "The Defense 
of Port AlcHonry."—William George Jor- 
dan in Ladies' Home Journal. 


Dancers In Circulating Libraries. 


A foreign medical journal has been pub- 


lishing facts about the dissemination of 
disease through books from public libraries. 
It is, of course, in-i ossible for librarians to 
ascertain whore books have boon or to 
know the conditions of families into which 
they go. A large number of books were 
examined and were found to contain the 
bacilli of pneumonia, diphtheria and many 
other sorts, some of which were harmless. 
Even new books fresh from the publisher's 
hands were found to contain germs. There 
are very many persons who practice wet- 
ting the fingers with the lips or tongue 
when turning the pages of books. This is 
an exceedingly dangerous thing to do, not 
only to the person who does it, but to all 
others who may use the book afterward, 
especially if the person so doing has any 
form of disease in the system. Invalids of 
all kinds are likely to be great readers, and 
the consumptive or those suffering with 
cancer may unwittingly deposit on the 
pages of the > olumes they peruse tne dead- 
ly germs of their own malady. It has been 
suggested that library books be subjected 
to intense heat at intervals freq uent enough 
to insure their immunity as transmitters 
of disease.—New York Ledger.
